BERLIN.

The city of Berlin in Germany with its immediate suburbs numbered 
in 1910 a population of over two millions of people. It is a city of wide, 
clean streets, its architecture is of the German Renaissance style which 
is handsome and stately. Since it is the “Reichshauptstadt” and con¬ 
sequently the residence of the Kaiser in winter, it was before the present 
war a brilliant and pleasure loving metropolis where cafes and streets 
were crowded at night with pleasure seekers. Besides being one of the 
greatest musical centers in Europe, it manifests a warm interest in lit¬ 
erature and art. Its state and city schools rank among the best in the 
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educational world; its university has some of the most widely known 
names in the province of learning and investigation enrolled among its 
professors as the late Professor Virchow, the noted pathologist and Prof¬ 
essor Mommsen, the historian. Many other names might be mentioned. 
Altbo so many gems of art are not to be found in the museums and gal¬ 
leries of Berlin as in Dresden and Southern Europe, still they contain 
works from almost every artist of note. Modern art flourishes in the 
numerous ateliers and one of the finest clubs in the city is that of the 
“Kuenstlerverein” a society of women artists. The “Siegesallee” or 
Avenue of Victory in the park called the “Tiergarten” has been beautified 
at the Kaiser’s personal expense with marble statues of the rulers of 
Brandenburg from the Great Elector to Kaiser William the First. 

Berlin life is different from ours. In some of the best streets the 
first floor is occupied by shops and the homes of the people are above. 
Many apartments are furnished elegantly but it is only among the very 
wealthy that a family has an entire house to itself. The Germans do 
not eat as heartily as Americans at any one meal, but their meals are 
served more frequently. Breakfast consists of coffee and rolls, the second 
breakfast is eaten at ten or eleven o’clock and is more substantial but is 
ordinarily made up of cold dishes. The principal meal of the day is at 
two o’clock and has generally three or four courses. A cup of coffee is 
very refreshing at four and eight or half past is the supper hour. In the 
cold months the houses are not kept as warm as ours; the pretty tile 
stones do not give out the luxurious heat to which we are accustomed. 
The winter amusements are the theatre, lectures, concerts and the opera. 
The theatre begins at half past seven and closes by ten or half past. 
Students fill the seats in the third gallery of the royal theatre. The 
classic plays are well patronized by the public in Berlin. Goethe’s dramas 
as well as those of Schiller and Lessing are produced every season and 
Shakespeare’s plays are favorites with the Berlin public. But at the 
same time the plays of such modern men as Tolstoy, Ibsen, Bernard 
Shaw, Oscar Wilde and also those of the realistic German dramatists 
like Hauptmann, Otto Ernst and Sudermann, are constantly given. 
The theatre in Germany is a part of national life and of national educa¬ 
tion and it is largely supported by the State, so that even in small towns 
you get good music and acting. Many people subscribe for seats in 
the theatre once or twice a week all thru the winter and they go between 
coffee and supper in their ordinary clothes. Even in Berlin women do 
not generally wear very elaborate gowns at the theatres. Popular con¬ 
certs are surprisingly cheap and the music is excellent. The audience 
at such concerts is made up of music students, lovers of music among the 
Germans in modest financial circumstances and tourists, Americans are 
always numerous. The fashionable public attends more expensive 
entertainments. 

In the summer the Tiergarten, Zoologischer Garten and other similar 
gardens are filled with people. Often they sit three or four hours watch¬ 
ing the crowds, listening to the different military bands and drinking 
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their coffee and beer. The people live much during the slimmer in the 
open air. They transform their balconies on the second, third and 
fourth floors into ideal bowers. Evenings in the early summer they 
gather around a lighted table on the balcony where someone reads out 
loud and the women of the family sew or knit. Many excursions are 
made in summer to environs of Berlin, to Wannsee, one of a series of 
lakes into which the Havel widens in its course from the Spree to the 
Elbe; to Grunewald which was formerly a royal hunting ground or to 
Charlottenburg. Charlottenburg, practically a part of Berlin, is beloved 
on account of its beautiful gardens, a castle built for Charlotte, wife of 
Frederick the First, and the massive mausoleum which contains the 
tombs and strikingly impressive recumbent marble figures of two idols 
of the German nation, Queen Louise of Prussia and her son William the 
First, popularly called the old Kaiser. Another favorite trip in summer is 
to Potsdam. This is a city of sixty thousand people and an aristocratic 
dwelling place, for it is a favorite residence of the Kaiser and Kaiserin 
and is situated not far from Berlin. A number of palaces built by differ¬ 
ent rulers are there, the most interesting of which is the one called “Sans- 
souci.” Its main interest is in reminiscences of Frederick the Great, 
who died there. His library occupies an entire room and is a fine col¬ 
lection of French, English and German books. The clock is on exhibi¬ 
tion, which is said to have stopped at the precise moment the king died. 
Also the room and the table where the king dined with his French friend, 
Voltaire, can be seen. One visits the music room where Frederick played 
his flute and the grave of his favorite dogs that saved his life by eating 
the poisoned dish intended for their master. 

The present Kaiser as well as other members of the royal family 
were formerly often to be seen driving in Potsdam. Our best views of the 
Kaiser were at military maneuvers; on one occasion he was in company 
with the Shah of Persia and on another Wilhelmina, Queen of Holland, 
was the guest of honor. On the Kaiser’s birthday in the winter we heard 
the anthem which is customarily played by a military band from the 
cupola of the royal castle at eight o’clock as a birthday greeting and saw 
the Kaiser nod a recognition from his window to the crowds below. The 
Kaiser is fine looking, rather pale and is at his best when mounted. His 
appearance is imposing, altho his left arm has been withered from birth. 
The Kaiserin, a princess of Schleswig-Holstein, is a model wife and mother 
and the private family life of the present House of Hohenzollern is said 
to be a very happy one. The administration of civic affairs in the city 
of Berlin is conducted on a highly approved economic basis. While the 
military side and viewpoint of Berlin life has been somewhat emphasized 
and in the minds of some, possibly glorified, they have never for a moment 
overshadowed the devotion of her men and women to the best things 
in art, science and literature and when the present strife across the sea 
has ceased, Berlin and Germany will still be found with the other Great 
Powers in the forefront of endeavor for those things which make for the 
world’s greatest good. 
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A PERMANENT MANUAL ARTS ORGANIZATION. 

At the present time there is being formed by the Manual Arts depart¬ 
ment an association of graduates to be known as the Bradley Manual 
Arts Association. This association is to be composed of all the graduates 
of the Manual Arts department since the founding of the school, and its 
aim is “to promote the professional interests of its members and to make 
a closer and more effective bond betwe n its members and Bradley Poly¬ 
technic Institute." This work was started by Mr. Kaasa in his class 
last year. 

The controlling body is a board of directors made up of one member 
from the Manual Arts faculty and one member from each of the classes. 
Each member of the board is to serve five years, and Mr. Siepert has been 
chosen as the faculty member. 

Each class is to have a secretary-treasurer of its own with one com¬ 
mon secretary-treasurer to unify the organization and Mr. Bennett has 
been selected to fill this position. 

As can be seen from thje above aim this association will be of great 
benefit to the graduates. The Institute has frequent requests for teachers 
during the school year to take positions which it is necessary to fill at 
once. In the past it has been unable to supply these teachers because 
word could not be gotten to graduates whom it was thought would be 
interested. In the future it will only be necessary to communicate with 
the class secretary-treasurer wh'o will in turn communicate with the 
person asked about. This will be of benefit to the school itself in that it 
will be able to place more of its own graduates. 


PEORIA BIRD HOUSE EXHIBIT. 

The first of the plans which have been laid for the Bird House Ex¬ 
hibit which is to be conducted in Peoria are now being carried out. The 
building of bird-houses by grade school pupils in other cities of the country 
has been very successful and attended by much interest not only by the 
pupils, but also by the citizens of the towns as well. Peoria as befits a 
progressive city of her size and prominence has also taken up the work, 
and the method of attack has been such that the results are certain to be 
gratifying in the extreme. This exhibit is to be conducted at the Peoria 
Coliseum on the last three days of February and the first and second 
days of March. The exhibitors have been divided into classes as follows: 

Class A—School pupils not taking shop work (Boys below the seventh 
grade, girls of all grades). 

Class B—Seventh grade boys in public or parochial schools. 
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Class C—Eighth grade boys in public or parochial schools. 

Class D—First year boys of High Schools and Bradley Institute. 

Class E—Any friend of birds. 

Class F—Commercial manufacturers of bird houses, baths, etc. 

It will be noticed that the above classification includes practically 
every one, and in particular Bradley Institute academy students. It is 
to be hoped that all the academy students will avail themselves of the 
opportunity thus presented and capture all the prizes in their class. 

In order that there shall not be unfair competition as far as the 
houses themselves are concerned, they have been divided into groups 
according to their type of construction, as follows: 

Group I—Sawed lumber (painted, stained or natural). 

Group II.—Sawed lumber covered with bark, twigs or shingles. 

Group III.—Rustic houses made of parts of tree trunks, limbs. 

Group IV.—Stucco and concrete houses. 

Group V.—Nesting shelves. 

There is also a separate grouping of accessories: 

Group VI.—Wood shelters. 

Group VII.—Baths (wood, concrete, metal). 

Group VIII.—Sparrow traps. 

The houses are to be built for the following kinds of birds: Blue¬ 
birds, Chickadees, Martins, Nuthatch, Owls, Robins, Swallows, Wood¬ 
peckers, Flickers, Wrens. 

The prizes which are to be offered will be furnished by the merchants 
of Peoria and will be in the form of tools, sporting goods, etc. The 
chances for winning a prize have been increased by the giving of a number 
of small prizes rather than a few expensive ones. 

The Manual Arts department is very much interested in this exhibit 
because the students who are now doing their practice teaching will 
supervise the building of the houses in the public and the St. Mark’s 
schools. They are very fortunate in securing practice in this work be¬ 
cause the building of bird houses is becoming widespread and the ex¬ 
hibit is looked forward to as the one big event of the school year in the 
cities where it has been introduced. 


ADDITIONS IN THE AUTOMOBILE COURSE. 

Remarkable progress has been made in the past few weeks toward 
the further development of the automobile course, expecially in the way 
of apparatus and equipment. Just recently a new steam vulcanizing 
machine was purchased from Cl as. E. Miller Co., of Indianapolis, Ind., 
and work of getting it in running order has just been completed and the 
machine is now ready for business. It is one of the latest models equip¬ 
ped with a self-contained boiler for generating the steam. Tires ranging 
in size from 2 3^ in. to 5J/£ in. can be vulcanized, and special attachments 
make it possible to vulcanize inner tubes and the inside of casings as well. 
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The east room on the ground floor of the south manual arts building, 
occupied last year by the classes in clay modeling, has been cleared out 
and arranged to accomodate the classes in vulcanizing. Equipment 
has been supplied sufficient to allow twenty students to work at a time, 
each giving his attention to one piece of work. The automobile depart¬ 
ment is calling for an average of ten tires per week of all sizes and makes, 
and an invitation is extended to anyone, students especially, to bring 
tires worthy of repair to this department where they will receive careful 
attention and he repaired at the expense only of the cost of the material. 
The work will be done under the supervision of an expert from one of 
the city's large vulcanizing plants. 

The garage has been enlarged considerably by the opening of two 
rooms into one with a cement runway between. This runway, in addi¬ 
tion to a large concrete engine base and a cement pit, was made by Mr. 
Seipert’s class in concrete work. 

During the vacation, the students with the aid of Mr. Hurff built a 
^balcony around the garage which is to be used as a tool room. Switch 
boards and battery racks designed by the students have also been added 
to the garage equipment. The room just east of the vulcanizing room, 
formerly used by Mr. Hurff for storing lumber, has been thrown open for 
garage work, thus greatly enlarging the floor space. 

The repair department has upwards of 20 cars on hand which are 
to be completely overhauled, and it is estimated that there is enough 
work on hand to keep the students busy until the end of the spring term 
and lap over into next year. The cars were supplied by members of 
the faculty, trustees and outside sources. 

The students in the forging class under the instruction of Mr. Owen 
have been busy turning out many articles used in the automobile depart¬ 
ment, including a number of complete sets of tools such as S-wrenches 
ranging in sizes from }4 inch to J4-in., and four sets of cold chisels 4-in., 
7-in. and 12-in. in length, made from H-in*, ^8-in. and H-in. tool steel. 

Mr. Raymond has under his charge the finishing of several 4-cylinder 
block automobile motors to be machined from the rough. Castings 
have been purchased from several standard automobile manufacturing 
concerns and it is anticipated that several motors will be finished, in¬ 
cluding probably the Davis, Scripps-Boothe and the Continental. 

The large part of the work of remodeling and equipping carried on 
in the automobile department and other departments as well falls to the 
lot of Mr. Hurff, who undoubtedly gives more of his services for this one 
thing than all the other instructors together. When one realizes, as do 
those of the automobile department, the enormous amount of w’ork 
involved in supplying these demands in a limited space of time, his work 
is greatly appreciated. At present Mr. Hurff is busy working on a set of 
pigeon holes for the tool room in the garage, a piece of work that requires 
about 1,000 feet of lumber. 
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QUEEN ANNE STOOL. 

The change in the style of furniture of recent occurence has been 
from the mission style back to the older forms whose special styles of 
beauty are involved with curved and turned work. 

The mission style of furniture had its beauty of form based upon 
harmonious proportions of straight lines, and the Hippelwhite, also a 
straight lined style, was beautified by inlay work, while the Chippendale 
and many older forms had their particular style of beauty in their beauti¬ 
ful carving, turned and curved work. 



The cut shows a stool of the Queen Anne period, an old style which 
has quite recently been re-introduced and which is rapidly displacing 
the mission style and other forms. It is one of the period styles in furni¬ 
ture W’hich now occupy the most prominent place in furniture showrooms 
today. 

The above stool is finished in black walnut and is upholstered in 
tapestry over springs, making a hard edge seat. The legs are each turned 
out of four pieces and the pierced stretchers are the only pieces of modern 
design. 

This stool was made last year by an advanced class in turning under 
Mr. Johnson.

THE WOMEN’S ADMINISTRATIVE COUNCIL. 


At a recent mass meeting of all the girls, a tentative plan for an 
organization to represent all of the young women in Bradley, was out¬ 
lined and approved by the body. The plan for such an organization, 
which is to be known'as the Women’s Administrative Council, was first 
suggested to Miss Blossom by Miss Talbot, Dean of Women at Chicago 
University, who has obtained splendid results there by a similar council. 

The council includes in its membership the following representa¬ 
tives: the aides to the Dean, the young women upon the student council, 
together with those holding the highest official rank in their respective 
classes, the presidents of the distinctly girl organizations, the president 
of Laura Cottage and three members chosen at large. 

The aim of the new body is to seek out the social needs of the school 
in order to effect a closer unity and fellowship among Bradley girls, and 
at the same time to bring in worth while and inspiriational influences 
for intellectual development. 

The initial activity of the Council, the officers of which are Helen 
Lang, president, and Evangeline Lovett, secretary, is to bring Miss Helen 
M. Bennett, the manager of the Chicago Collegiate Bureau of Occupa¬ 
tions, to speak to the young women on January 16 and 17. Miss Bennett, 
who comes highly recommended by the Dean of Women of the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin, will deliver two lectures and in addition will give 
personal conferences, at which times she will discuss the whole field of 
occupations open to women in lines other th,an teaching. Her visit to 
Bradley will undoubtedly be most helpful to all the girls, because she will 
help solve many problems of life work which have hitherto been trouble¬ 
some. 

LITERARY CLUB. 

On December 11, 1916, the Literary Club held its Christmas meet¬ 
ing.

WORK IN TEXTILES. 


During the fall quarter a fine course in Textiles was given to the 
Junior girls under the supervision of Miss Brown. The girls learned to 
knit, each one making a good sized wash cloth. Then they took up 
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basketry, each girl making three baskets. Two were made from raffia, 

each showing a different type of a stitch and the third one was made 
from reeds. The baskets varied in shape and color and showed some 
very good workmanship. 

The girls also made large textile charts. The four different fibers 
were used, cotton, wool, flax and silk, showing first the raw fiber, then 
the material in the different stages of manufacture up to the finished fab¬ 
ric Pictures of the different processes were also upon the charts. 

Chemical charts were made showing the effects of chemicals upon 
the different materials. Also laundry charts showing the new fabric, 
a piece of the same cloth carelessly laundred and another piece carefully 
laundered. 

The girls also made a clothing budget and completed a text book. 


Mrs. Emma Zinkhon, a designer at Butterfield’s, is conducting a 
class in practical millinery for the college girls during the winter term. 
Mrs. Zinkhon has taught at the Institute during Summer School.

When the visitors took the floor at Bradley gym. and received their 
first glimpse of Coach Brown's men in uniform, they were positive of 
victory. 

Whereas they sized up the small forwards, Captain Graham and Cleo 
Spears, took one glimpse at the rather slender center, Merrill, and laughed 
at the fat and skinny guards, DeNufrio and Daily, they failed to consider 
the strategy of one F. C. Brown. 

As a result, Bradley won its first game of the season after a hard 
fight, score 19 to 15. 

Ability of Graham and Spears to cage fouls, the-two registering 13 
out of a possible 18, had about as much to do with the victory as any¬ 
thing. Captain Graham solved the visitors’ style of attack in the open¬ 
ing minute of play, breaking up any chance that team had of successful 
teamwork from center, by getting the ball about four-fifths of the time.
